HipPocRATES, THE MASTER MIND of 
ancient Greece, as early as 400 B. C. 
recorded reliable observations on the 
effect of water upon the body. He 
stated that cold water warms while 
warm water cools the body. The 
warm shower induces sleep and the 
cold stimulates; he also recommended 
cold water to relieve fever and pain. 
We, therefore, see that hydrotherapy 
has a very ancient origin, so the old 
adage still prevails, “that there is noth- 
ing new under the sun and what is 
true is not new”. 


The present whirlpool bath was a . 


direct outgrowth of the World War, 
having its original inception in France. 
To the best obtainable information the 
whirlpool was tried out immediately 
after the World War at the Walter 
Reed Hospital, Washington, D. C., 
through the efforts of Captain F. A. 
Bardwell, U. S. A. For fifteen years 
Dr. Martucci has used the air pressure 
whirlpool bath in his practice with 
gratifying results, and it is felt that a 
hydro-therapeutic apparatus should be

a definite part of the modern chiropo- 
dist’s office armamentarium. 

The benefits obtained with the use 
of water are secured by what are known 
as hydro-kinetic measures, the ap- 
plication of the combined use of 
temperature, air and water pressure. 
Hydrotherapy consists of hot and cold 
baths, electric, medicated, whirlpool, 
bubble and foam. 

As chiropodists we are chiefly con- 
cerned about the welfare of our pa- 
tients, and have found the whirlpool 
bath a splendid form of therapy in 
connection with our daily practice. 

Observations lead us to a definite 
conclusion that the whirlpool bath by 
water pressure has a decided stimulat- 
ing effect in the form of massage with 
its thermal considerations. If the feet 
are in a direct line of contact with the 
water pressure the duration of a treat- 
ment should be approximately five 
minutes. In the same bath, when feet 
are kept out of line of water pressure 
the duration of treatment time may be 
extended from fifteen to twenty min-

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utes. The air pressure or bubble bath 
in contra-distinction is a milder form 
of treatment and the duration is from 
twenty to thirty minutes. 

There are numerous conditions that 
have been treated successfully by hy- 
dro-therapy, namely: 

Impaired peripheral circulation; pain 
and muscular spasm; neuritis; bromi- 
drosis, hyperidrosis, anidrosis; sprained 
or strained feet; post care of fractures; 
superficial burns; chilblains; cleansing 
and softening of the superficial excres- 
cences; underwater manipulation; in- 
dolent ulcers; tender and sensitive 
feet; abscesses and infections; before 
the use of electrical modalities. 

With the supervision of the physician 
the following are also treated by hydro- 


therapy. 
Rheumatoid and _ osteo-arthritis; 
arterio-sclerosis; Buerger’s Disease; 


Raynaud’s Disease. 

The only contra-indications that 
we have found with this form of 
therapy is where deep massage and 
stimulation are not desired, but even 
in these cases the air-pressure bath has 
been found to be of value. 

The presence of infection with 
edema is a contra-indication to the use 
of this bath, as the extremity may be- 
come more edematous in the dependent 
position which is deleterious to wound 
healing. 

The whirlpool bath is one of the 
most powerful of the physical curative 
measures in Hydrology for the lesions 
involving areas that can be treated by 
chiropodists. Its healing properties re- 
lax the limbs, flooded with arterial 
blood, and stimulates the venous cir- 
culation to greater activity; relax the 
contracted, swollen, stiffened, and spas- 
modic muscles, sedating the peripheral 
nervous system, preparing the limb for 
any electrical treatment by increasing 
its conductivity, and rendering it more 
amenable to mechanical measures, 
such as manual and mechanical mas- 
sage, vibrations, manipulation and pas- 
sive exercise. Electrical and mechan-

ical modalities are much more effect- 
ive and consume much less time and 
can be more vigorously applied in 
all forms of nerve lesions in the feet, 
traumatic, infective, trophic and nu- 
tritional, where accompanied by pain, 
spasm, hyperesthesia, etc., in neuritis 
vera, partial and complete peripheral 
paralysis, in those nutritional lesions, 
the results of long continued suppu- 
ration and infection. 

The technique of every individual 
case must be carefully executed and 
calculations recorded in order to insure 
the proper procedure which adds to the 
patient’s well-being. The treatment 
in these cases must be persistently fol- 
lowed if permanent and satisfactory 
results are to be obtained. 

Nothing in the field of chiropodical 
therapy has proven so satisfactory in 
the treatment of scar tissue as the 
whirlpool bath followed by ionization 
by the negative pole of the galvanic 
current. Painful, adherent and con- 
tracted scar tissue under the softening, 
relaxing and often absorptive action of 
this bath and the galvanic current are 
relieved and parts long hampered are 
made efficient and useful. Skillful 
manipulation hastens the effectiveness 
of the hydrologic therapy. With ulcers 
and chronic suppurative wounds, this 
bath cleanses the surfaces, assists in sep- 
arating dead and useless tissue, increases 
the circulation and nutrition of the 
part and promotes healing. As a pre- 
liminary to other forms of therapy, 
the whirlpool bath in disease and dis- 
orders of the extremities is surpassed 
by no other measure. It not only 
makes manual and mechanical mas- 
sage, stretching and manipulation pos- 
sible, but reduces the time required 
about seventy per cent. A factor to 
be considered where many are to be 
treated. 

The effect of the bath is to soften 
and render the skin and tissue more 
succulent, thereby lessening resistance 
to the electric modalities. In some 
cases where massage has been used so 

















lightly as to be ineffective the whirl- 
pool is an excellent substitute, the bath 
in fact producing mild mechanical 
effects. 


In conclusion, in the opinion of the 
writers it may be said of the whirlpool 
bath as of hydrology, that in chiropody 
and in the United States its employ- 
ment in a scientific manner is extreme- 
ly limited and in a number of instances 
hap-hazard. This is indeed to be re- 
gretted, as it is a therapeutic method 
of wonderful flexibility and useful- 
ness. The modern chiropodist should 
make every effort to acquaint physi- 
cians with his knowledge of administer- 
ing hydro-therapeutic treatments. 

We have made every effort to ac- 
quaint you with the value of water 
as it is applied in chiropody, hence its 
future development lies in your hands.

COMMENT 
HARRY B. BANKS, M.D., D.S.C. 


THE WHIRLPOOL BATH is no recent 
innovation in physiotherapy. Its ap- 
plication in chiropody is merely an 
adjunct to other forms of therapy 
and is of limited value in most of 
the conditions mentioned. To deny 
or belittle the effects of any type of 
hydrotherapy is to cast aspersions 
on the familiar American habit of 
taking a bath. Home treatment with 
hot water through a jet hose can be 
as efficient as the more expensive ap- 
paratus which has to be purchased 
and made to fit into the small space 
usually available in chiropody prac- 
tice. Contrast baths have proved 
to be definitely useful in practically 
all the diseases for which the whirl- 
pool bath has been recommended and 
carries none of the expense of she 
latter. For those practitioners whose 
space permits and who have a pen- 
chant for a multiplicity of physio- 





therapeutic modalities, the whirlpool 
bath affords another means of dazzling 
patients with a tricky mechanical de- 
vice. Its presence in an institution 
devoted to physiotherapy is entirely 
legitimate, but I do not believe that 
the whirlpool bath will afford the 
glowing results the authors promise 
for it. 


COMMENT 

RUDOLPH G. JOHANSON, D.S.C. 
Dr. Harry Banks feels that the 
whirlpool bath is only a tricky me- 
chanical device to dazzle patients and 
has little if any therapeutic value. As 
I cannot qualify as an authority in 
the use of a whirlpool bath, I must 
quote from a text “Physical Thera- 
peutic Technique”, by Frank B. 
Granger, M. D., Member of Council 
on Physio-Therapy, Harvard Medical 
School. He states: “For office treat- 
ment a whirlpool bath is most useful. 
A cold limb placed in water at tem- 
perature of 110° F. will be rosy red 
in 15 minutes, peripheral muscular 
contracture will be lessened, a part 
too tender to massage will become 
amenable to treatment. The _ heat, 
pressure, hydromassage, the stimula- 
tion of sensory nerves of the skin by 
the bubbles of air all have their influ- 
ence in the results to be attained”. 

I have had experience with two cases of 
Thrombo-Angiitis Obliterans where a whirl- 
pool bath was used. In both cases the color 
af the limb was improved, temperature raised, 
and relief afforded the patient. Both patients 
in many previous treatments had been treated 
with 15 meter short wave diathermy with a 
slight amount of relief, but with no apparent 
improvement in color or rise in skin tempera- 
ture. The whirlpool bath gave both these 
patients definite relief, but it is not known 
how long this temperature raise was effective. 

Dr. Banks states that its use in institutions 
is legitimate, but I do not see how that would 
affect its successful use in office practice by 
men who are capable and understand the 
limitations of its use. The whirlpool bath 
definitely, in my mind, is of value in tempo- 
rarily increasing peripheral circulation, but 
further investigation must be made as to the 
permanency of this circulatory improvement. 
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PLASTICS IN PODIATRY 


IN RECENT MONTHS podiatrists have 
shown a great deal of interest in an 
attempt to replace the heavy metal 
brace and the bulky leather with a 
suitable substitute. 

It is only natural that such research 
would lead us to the plastic materials 
which might readily be moulded to 
a cast of the patient’s foot. 

Plastics are substances like celluloid 
which can be moulded or shaped into 
any desired form. Among the natu- 
ral plastics we may mention resins, 
gums and rubber. Recent experiments 
by chemical laboratories have pro- 
duced a variety of synthetic plastics 
and it is from this latter synthetic 
group that we have been in hopes of 
finding our most perfect substitute. 

It is well to bear in mind the fact, 
that some of these plastics must be 
immediately ruled out, because of 
their softness, or the complex manner 
or process for application to our 
needs. Others though they can be 
moulded into plates, light-in-weight 
and thin in gauge, are not easily cor- 
rected. Some may be absolutely rigid 
while others may bend in a very 
slight degree. 

Naturally it is at our discretion to 
pick from these various plastics, that 
particular plastic, which is most de- 
sirable and most adaptable to our in- 
dividual need. In brief, where a case 
might need a slightly flexible support, 
we would use one plastic, and in the 
same manner, if a rigid support should 
be desired, we would use another. It 
is well to remember that these plastics 
have none of the flexibility of leather 
or the stock-celluloid plates that you 
may have seen. 

In my experimentation, I have used 
many different synthetics put at our 
disposal by the various chemical re- 
search laboratories. It is the purpose 
of this article to place before the pro- 
fession of Podiatry that particular 
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product which I have found most 
applicable to our needs. 


It is chemically known as polymer- 
ized methyl methacrylate and it is 
placed at our disposal in the form of 
sheets, rods and tubes, and also in a 
liquid and powder state. Released by 
the Du Pont Research Laboratories in 
1936, this synthetic plastic is known 
as Lucite. In all of these forms it 
is found as a crystal clear product, 
and is offered in a wide variety 
of colors, some transparent, some 
translucent and some opaque. A 
certain substance, called a plasticizer, 
will increase or decrease the plasticity. 
At present, Lucite is better known in 
medicine and dentistry for its unusual 
optical qualities and its ability to 
convey light around curves and bends. 
Operating instruments made of the 
plastic carry a heatless white light 
frem a bulb in their base directly to 
the portions of the body under ob- 
servation, 


I have experimented with the sheet 
and liquid forms, and have found 
the former to be the better for our 
particular needs. The latter form will 
not appear in a solid, elastic and homo- 
geneous mass unless vulcanized at 
high temperatures and pressure. This 
acrylic resin is light-in-weight, sub- 
stantially unbreakable, non-warping, 
non-absorbing and will resist stress 
and strain even in thin sheets and 
sections. In cases where desired, it 
can be made as transparent as crystal. 
It is unaffected by water and water 
solutions of salts and dilute alkalies. 
It even resists hydrochloric acid and 
50% sulphuric acid at room tempera- 
tures. It is difficult to ignite, but 
once ignited, it will support com- 
bustion. 

For the making of the Lucite sup- 


port, I have used the material in 
1/10th inch thickness. In the finish- 





ing process it is ground down to a 
thinner gauge. 

The sheet Lucite must first be cut 
down to a desired outline of the 
“positive corrected model”. This 
may be done by sawing the material, 
and it is well to remember that it 
will be easier to saw if the Lucite has 
been moistened with water. The 
cutting process can also be accom- 
plished by heating the material on an 
electric plate to between 160°-212°F, 
and then cutting to shape with a 
shears. The material, then, already 
cut to approximate shape, is heated 
on an electric plate to between 160°- 
212° F. It will then be found in 
a fairly pliable state. In heating the 
material one must be careful that a 
Ligher temperature is not reached as 
small air bubbles will then appear 
throughout. The material should then 
be immediately placed on the positive 
model (in proper position) and made 
by fairly even hand or where possible, 
vice pressure, to conform to the 
shape of the positive. It should then 
be held in this position for a few 
moments until the material has cooled 
sufficiently to assume its rigid state. 
On removal you will have a replica 
of your positive model. 

In finishing and polishing the plate 
it is imperative that the podiatrist 
have a lathe handy in his office. The 
plate is then ground down along the 
edges on a carborundum wheel and 
where thinning is wanted it should 
now be done. The thickness, natu- 
rally, will depend upon the weight of 
the patient. I have found that a 
high speed motor will facilitate the 
finishing process. The plate after 
subjection to the carborundum wheel 
will be found to have many scratches. 
These are removed by the use of wet 
pumice on a cloth buffing wheel. This 
process is called “ashing”. A _ high 
surface polish is then procured with 
cloth buffs, using tripoli or rouge 
polishing compounds. 

An important concern of the po- 
diatrist is the correction in the office 


of such an appliance, whether it be 
an adjustment of the phalange or a 
lowering or raising of the metatarsal 
area. I have found in using this ma- 
terial, that it is best to first make the 
correction on the positive plaster cast, 
either by the removal or addition of 
plaster. If a bunsen flame is handy, 
the plate should be slowly heated while 
in place on the cast, by passing the 
flame back and forth over the por- 
tion of the plate that is to be cor- 
rected. When the material has softened suf- 
ficiently, it may be pressed carefully into the 
corrected position. (Care must be taken that 
in heating the material with the flame, it 
does not blister, burn or ignite.) If blistering 
does occur, the product must be repolished 
using the steps outlined in the last paragraph.

attempted to correct a Lucite plate with the 
ordinary alcohol lamp flame and have had 
entirely favorable results. The plate is heated 
by the alcohol flame over the area to be 
corrected, care being taken that the material 
does not blister, or burn. When softened, it

is pressed onto (re-corrected ) 


To complete our observations concerning 
Lucite, we find that we have in our hands a 
plate which is semi-rigid, its rigidity depend- 
ing upon the thickness of the material. I have 
found in the cases that I have made, wherein 
the patient’s weights were between 135 and 
155 Ibs., a thickness of 1/16th of an inch 
sufficient with slightly heavier 
through the long arch and metatarsal regions. 


was areas 
I have found that in extreme cases where a 
support was needed at the moment, a pair 
could be fashioned from the corrected positive 
cast in less than an hour. 


Epitor’s Note: The use of Lucite for 
foot appliances is still too recent for 
a conclusive report. Clinical and 
laboratory experiments with Lucite 
have shown it to be brittle and subject 
to breakage on sudden pressure or when 
bent at a sharp angle. Tests are being 
made with Lucite preforms, cut and 
molded by heated dies, and fitted or 
corrected direct to the foot or cast by 
specially designed and_ electrically 
heated shaping irons.

ESSENTIALS FOR CLASSIFICATION 


1. A school should be organized on a non-profit basis and its board of 
trustees or directors should serve for fairly long and overlapping terms. Officers 
and faculty of the school should be appointed by the board. 


2. A school should teach the curriculum adopted by the National Associa- 
tion of Chiropodists, giving the minimum number of hours to each subject. 
Schools may increase the hours of prescribed study, or add such subjects to 
their curricula as may be deemed necessary or demanded by law. 


3. The minimum number of professors and teachers acceptable to the 
Council on a faculty shall be: nine doctors of medicine; ten chiropodists as 
teachers and lecturers; one chemist; one pharmacist; one roentgenologist; one 
laboratory technician. 


4. The following departments should be headed by doctors of medicine: 
physiology, physio-therapy, roentgenology, pathology, dermatology, neurology, 
chiropodical medicine and surgery. Other departments may be headed by chi- 
ropodists or others specializing in their particular work. 


5. A school should have at least ten (10) square feet of space for each 
student in the various departments and should have at least one (1) complete 
laboratory and clinic outfit for every four (4) students in each class. Chemistry 
and microscopy laboratories shall be separate. 


6. No institution shall be classified that accepts students for its regular 
courses at any time during a semester except those who are properly matriculated 
at the opening of the regular term or within fifteen days after that date. A 
typewritten list of matriculants should be forwarded by first-class mail not 
later than the date of expiration of the period of 15 days after the opening of 
the Fall term. No school should matriculate more than one class in one year. 


7. Clinics—there should be one clinician on duty for each 10 chairs. 
Accuracy of case records shall count in credit points in classification. 


8. Diplomas may only be issued to regularly enrolled students upon 
completion of the entire course. 


9. Postgraduate diplomas signifying attendance of a full schoiastic year 
may be given to those who have been graduated from a recognized school of 
chiropody-podiatry. It shall be understood that the applicant may be considered 
as graduated from a recognized school if the parent school were approved at the 
time of his matriculation. 


10. Practitioners who have not been graduated from an approved school 
may be presented with a certificate of attendance with the subject studied indi- 
cated thereon. This certificate should not contain the words “diploma” or “post- 
graduate”. No certificate should be given for a period of less than 256 hours. 


11. A new school will not be approved until it has given a complete course 
and has complied with these regulations during that period. 
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12. If a school has been removed from the approved list recognition can- 
not be restored until a complete course has been given in that institution. 


13. The insertion of an advertisement in a lay publication, school cata- 
logue, or any periodical in which prospective students are invited to study 
chiropody on the basis of economic returns from said practice shall be deemed 
prima facie evidence that the institution is primarily commercial and classifica- 
tion shall be removed. 

14. No student failing in a major subject can matriculate in another 
school and be given advanced standing. He must repeat his entire year. Subjects 
consisting of 72 hours or over are considered major subjects, 

15. In the transfer of students transcripts of record should only be ac- 
cepted when accompanied by a letter of honorable dismissal and when issued 
by an institution with an equal or higher classification. No school should give 
credit for less than one year’s work. 

16. No credit should be given for attendance or graduation from a 
medical or dental school not given a satisfactory classification by the Council 
on Medical Education and Hospitals of the American Medical Association or 
the American Dental Association. 

17. Graduate doctors of medicine may earn a diploma by regular at- 
tendance of a full senior year. 

18. The following credits may be allowed for study in medical or dental 
schools as provided for in paragraph 16 (students must take the final examina- 
tions in each subject) : 

a. Credit of one year for two or three years’ work in a medical or 
dental school. 

b. No credit should be allowed for part-time study if more than three 
years has elapsed from the date of leaving the parent school to the time of ap- 
plication for matriculation, unless he passes a conditional examination given at 
a time determined by the school executive.

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THE BARRIER TO A CHIROPODY CORPS 


THE DESIRABILITY of a liberal educa- 
tion is practically conceded by all 
liberal thinkers and in the world to- 
day the question is generally well 
settled. 

Depending, to a large extent, on 
the final outcome as far as one’s life 
work is concerned, the problem offers 
many angles. We can readily con- 
cede that while a cultural background 
is not necessarily required in fitting 
one’s self for technical competence 
even in the so-called exact sciences, 
the attainment of cultural education 
should prove an asset due to the fact 
that in the arranging of problems, no 
matter how technical they may be, a 
good educational background helps 
when contacts are made looking to- 
ward employment.

When we come to medicine, in 
any form, which brings us into the 
field of humanities, cultural educa- 
tion is not only desirable but is really 
essential. On two occasions the writer 
has sat in conferences looking to the 
establishment of Chiropody service 
in the United States Army. Many 
of the men entrusted with the affairs 
of the Medical Corps of the Army 
concede that a Chiropody addition to 
such services is highly desirable. Legis- 
lators of prominence and _ influence 
have urged the innovation, but up 
to the moment all well directed ef- 
forts of the Chiropody profession 
have been unfruitful. This has seemed 
dificult to understand. Recently in 
a friendly conference with a repre- 
sentative of the Medical Corps of 








the United States Army the subject 
of Chiropody service for our soldiers 
was discussed, and while the army 
man conceded the desirability of the 
service he seemed quite certain that 
it could not be accomplished under 
the present set-up. On being pressed 
for specific reasons he -finally volun- 
teered that our army was patterned, 
to a large extent, upon European 
principles, 

While it is to be regretted it is 
nevertheless a fact that under pres- 
ent standards there is a wide gap 
between the enlisted men and the 
oficers. This gap may eventually 
be bridged by wise regulations based 
on new laws, but until this is done it 
still presents an acute problem in 
dealing with our desire for recogni- 
tion. Any individual who has been 
commissioned and thereby becomes 
an officer moves in a separate and 
well defined circle from the enlisted 
men. He must necessarily come in 
contact, socially, with groups from 
the various army departments and 
their families. The key to entrance 
into these groups is probably first, 
education and next, personality. While 
education of itself does not make 
personality, it certainly helps to de- 
velop it. 

The minimum of pre-professional 
education for entrance into the Medi- 
cal Corps of the Army is at least 


two years in Liberal Arts. As I 
take it, from my conversation with 
the officer to pass an act to establish 
a Chiropody service, would naturally 
open the door to a large number of 
individuals who before entering a 
Chiropody college possessed only a 
high school education and in many 
cases not even the equivalent of that. 
The objection on the part of the 
army men is not so much to the idea 
itself as to the personnel of the men 
who might apply. When the time 
comes that a minimum of two college 
years before entering the study of 
Chiropody is required, we will have 
traveled a long way on the road to 
success for army recognition. Per- 
haps the army officials do not openly 
admit that the lack of cultural edu- 
cation is back of their opposition. It 
would not be wise, in a democratic 
country, to even concede such, but 
it still constitutes a barrier at the 
present time that cannot be overcome. 

For these reasons we should con- 
sistently and, within reason, advance 
our educational requirements to the 
point where graduation is an assur- 
ance that the applicant is culturally 
fit to associate with colleagues of 
equal standing and, until such time 
as this occurs, we will probably have 
no success in our approach to the 
solution of this proble.n.

Where you and the editor gather 
together to talk of many things 


IN THE OLD pays the name Kenison 
was a symbol of good chiropody. Of- 
fices conducted under that name were 
located in several cities stretching 
down the Atlantic coast from Boston 
to Washington and as far west as Chi- 
cago and St. Louis. Many travellers, 
salesmen, theatrical people and others 
were in the habit of seeking out these 
offices because of their reputation for 
competent, conscientious work. It 
seems peculiarly fitting, especially to 
the older practitioners who knew the 
House of Kenison, that the centenary 
of the first office should be celebrated 
in the city in which it was opened, 
Boston, and that a Kenison, Dr. Harry, 
should have an important part in ar- 
ranging for this momentous event. 

PHYSICAL THERAPY is of unquestioned 
value when used where indicated and 
with discrimination, but it is also a 
most powerful instrument for char- 
latanry in the hands of the unethical 
and mercenary. Among some prac- 
titioners there is a tendency to employ 
it to make an impression and to string 
out the treatments and fees. Others 
use it as a sop to ignorant, gullible pa- 
tients who demand something sensa- 
tional or complicated because Dr. 
Bjones used it on Mrs. Brown-Smith. 
It takes courage to appear incompe- 
tent or unequipped or out of date, and 
when one unscrupulous man uses his 
fancy apparatus merely as so much 
circus it makes it difficult for every 
other operator to whom the victim 
goes to be honest. The whole profes- 
sion suffers, and the public too. Un- 
doubtedly our colleges are doing every- 
thing in their power to inculcate the 
truly unselfish, professional spirit 
among their students, and we should 
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not blame them if an occasional black 
sheep appears in our midst, but until 
we are able to shame out such prac- 
tices and the men who perpetrate them 
our reputation as a body will continue 
to suffer. 


THIs COLUMN STILL THINKS we could 
do a far better job of publicity for the 
profession if we would “play the sedu- 
lous ape” for awhile, which, as you 
will remember, was Robert Louis 
Stevenson’s way of learning to write. 
Pick up any newspaper and you will 
read a story of a new discovery in 
medicine; a new treatment, a new 
drug, a new surgical method, a new 
hospital going up locally, a new group 
health plan. Newspaper editors gulp 
this stuff down without chewing it 
because it is of vital interest to the 
public. Chiropody and other minor 
or ancillary branches do not have the 
dramatic, sensational _ potentialities 
that the parent profession offers, yet 
it has much that would make good 
stories. It only needs some one with 
a nose for news and a flair for writing 
in a popular style to dig up these 
stories and submit them to the papers. 
The sources are in our college clinics, 
research groups and, now and then, in 
private offices. It can be done. 


FLAT FEET apparently are on the decline i 
Massachusetts, recruiting officers revealed 
yesterday, when they announced that a re- 
cruit drive had revealed only one case of 
flat feet among applicants from Greater Bos- 
ton—a sharp contrast from World War days.

CHIROPODY AS A MEDICAL 
AUXILIARY SERVICE 


THE RECENT RECOGNITION OF CHI- 
Ropopy by the British Medical Asso- 
ciation, and its approval as an auxil- 
iary medical service, is of interest to 
medical practitioners generally. The 
details of control and supervision of 
chiropody are delegated to the Board 
of Registration of Medical Auxiliaries, 
which is the co-ordinating body for 
all medical auxiliaries. A Chiropody 
Group Council has also been formed 
by the Board to act as the qualifying 
body for the control and regulation 
of the entry of chiropodists to the 
National Register of Medical Auxil- 
iary Services, which is published by 
the Board. 

In future, all chiropodists who 
satisfy the requirements of the Board 
will be enrolled by the Board, through 
the Group Council, and thus the pub- 
lic and the medical profession will be 
able through the published Register 
to enlist the services of a chiropodist 
whose training and ethical standards 
have been assessed and approved by 
the Board. The Board is convinced 
that, in order to recommend the pub- 
lic to place themselves in the hands 
of a chiropodist for treatment, such 
chiropodist should have received a 
course of training commensurate with 
the responsibility of treatment, and 
a minimum course of training of two 
academic years has, therefore, been 


laid down to allow for adequate clini-’ 


cal experience. 

Prior to the official recognition of 
chiropody, no standardized course of 
training existed, there being offered 
to prospective students courses of 
training covering periods which va- 
ried from a few weeks to two years. 
Thus the public were unable to dis- 
tinguish between a properly trained 
chiropodist and a person who, through 
no fault of his own, was allowed to 
set up in practice as a chiropodist by 
the granting of a diploma bestowed 


by an organization which, to say the 
least, savored of commercialism.

Chiropodists’ Right to Use Drugs In 
Practice Upheld 

Ir wAs REPORTED in the Wilmington Morn- 
ing News, November 1, that “A chiropodist 
is a physician within the meaning of the uni- 
form narcotic act in force in Delaware and 
therefore under the laws of the State may 
possess and use narcotic drugs in the practice 
of his profession, Attorney General James R. 
Morford ruled. He cited that chiropody has 
been defined by the Delaware law as: “diagnosis 
and the medical, surgical, mechanical, manipula- 
tive, and electrical treatment of all ailments 
of the human foot and leg, excepting ampu- 
tation of the foot or leg, or the administra- 
tion of an anesthetic other than local. 

“While not specifically authorizing the sale 
of narcotic drugs by a licensed manufacturer 
or wholesaler to a chiropodist, the act (Uni- 
form Narcotic Drug Act) permits such sale 
and dispensation to a ‘physician’. 

“The law describes a physician as a person 
authorized by law to practice medicine in this 
State, and any other person authorized by 
law to treat sick and injured human beings 
in this State to use narcotic drugs in connec- 
tion with such treatment. 

“It seems clear from the foregoing that 
a chiropodist who by law is specifically em- 
powered to diagnose and treat both medically, 
surgically, and otherwise, all ailments of the 
human foot and leg, except amputation, and 
in connection therewith to administer a local 
anesthetic (which includes certain recognized 
narcotic drugs commonly used for the pur- 
pose) is a ‘physician’ within the meaning of 
the Uniform Narcotic Drug Act enforced 
in Delaware. 

“I do not think it necessary that this 
opinion rest entirely uvon the technical defi- 
nition of the word ‘physician’. The Uni- 
form Narcotic Drug Act contemplates the 
possession of narcotic drugs by any ‘person 
who is authorized to administer or profes- 
sionally use’ the same. 

“In so far as it is necessary for a chi- 
ropodist to administer and use narcotic drues 
of any character in the treatment of ail- 
ments of the human foot and leg, and in

the administration of local anesthetics, I 
think he is empowered by the laws of the 
State to possess and use narcotic drugs in the 
practice of his profession. 

“Mr. Morford had been asked his inter- 
pretation of the law by T. W. McGeever, 
District Supervisor of the Treasury Depart- 
ment, Bureau of Narcotics, Philadelphia, fol- 
lowing receipt of an application from a 
Delaware chiropodist for registration under 
the Harrison Narcotic Law.”

Changing of 
laws and passages in them to suit the 
medical profession have been accepted 
and for this we are duly grateful. 

The chart this year includes an ad- 
ditional item—a list of those in each 
state to whom inquiries may be di- 
rected for information pertaining to 
the chiropody laws in those states. 
It has been included to save time and 
trouble of misdirection. If you desire 
information about state laws write 
to those whose addresses appear on 
the chart.

FOOT EXAMINATIONS 
OF RURAL WOMEN 


RECENTLY Dr. L. A. Hansen received 
an invitation from a supervisor of 
Rural Women, which is under the 
supervision of the Agriculture and 
Home Economics Dept. of the State 
of Kansas, to attend one of their 
encampments held at the State Lake 
at Tonginoxie, Kansas. He was ac- 
companied by Dr. W. G. Martinez 
and Dr. R. L. Cox, at which time 
they were asked to examine the feet 
of those present, about fifty women. 

This was followed by an invitation 
to another encampment at Eagle 
Springs, Kansas. This was attended 
by Dr. Robert Trent, of Leavenworth, 
Kansas, and Dr. R. L. Cox. There 
were about 90 women present at this 
encampment. 

This report will be a combined re- 
port of both encampments. Follow- 
ing the examinations two rolls of films 
were shown with an explanation given 
of each condition presented by the 
film. Visual education is a medium 
by which the profession may bring to 
the general public the importance of 
Chiropody. 

The findings are as follows— 101 
women examined: 


Toeing in 2 
Corns 77 
Verrucae 2 
Nails cut wrong 58 
Cong. Flat Foot 4 
Weak foot 68 
Weak Ankles 39 


Hallux Valgus 26 


Toeing out DB 
Callosities as 
Ringworm 5 
Nails ingrown 41 
Pes Cavus 17 
Weak Anterior 58 
Short Posterior Muscles 16 
Hammer Toes 11 


The report given here is of interest 
in that it is a comparison of those 
who trod the hard pavement of the 
city and those who walk on the soil 
or non-paved surfaces. This report 
will also show there were but a few 
contracted posterior muscles, soft 
corns, and very little or practically 
no ringworm cases, however there 
seems to be a large number of general 
weak foot conditions. 

As a result of the efforts put forth, 
a vast area was contacted, consisting 
of North East Kansas. There is no 
doubt in any one’s mind but what a 
large number of those women were 
not familiar with Chiropody and what 
could be done for their feet. One of 
us had four responses from these ef- 
forts to prove that we as chiropodists 
should never pass up an opportunity 
to express ourselves in regards to what 
chiropody can do.

SOME MORE ABOUT "THE DOCTOR 
TITLE"

WAKE UP... CHIROPODY . . . wake 


up. It’s about time for the profession 
to enlighten the medical physician 
and the dentist what Chiropody-Po- 
diatry means as an adjunct to the 
medical field. There are any number 
of M.D.’s and D.D.S.’s who know 
very little about the Chiropody- 
Podiatry profession. It’s a pity. The 
article “The Doctor Title” which ap- 
peared in the September issue of the 
A.M.A. proves my statement. The 
fact that so many M.D.’s are not ac- 
quainted with our profession, we in 
the profession suffer, because many 
foot sufferers are being directed di- 
rectly to the pain-spot corrective shoe 
stores to consult the store’s foot au- 
thority for some type of arch-sup- 
ported shoe. I’m not going to men- 
tion the many cults that are muscling 
in on us. Let’s collaborate a little 
on this “Doctor Title”. How many 
medics or dentists know what D.S.C. 
stands for in our profession? I can 
safely say, very few. Therefore, it is 
obvious to reason that we can’t ex- 
pect the layman to know what D.S.C. 
means. From an educational stand- 
point, we have done so little and if 
we don’t wake up, some of these days, 
we are going to find ourselves minus 
a profession. Here is a story worth 
while telling, I believe it carries a 
moral lesson. This very day, a transit 
patient told me about a young chi- 
ropodist in an eastern city who had 
recently hung out his shingle; she 
went to him because she knew that 
his grandmother had just fitted him 
up with a new shop, that’s the very 
words this woman told me. But, said 
she, “he was so inexperienced, yet he 
had the nerve to charge me two dol- 
lars.” She went to another chiropo- 
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to almost ruined her feet, but 
wouldn’t mention his name. Said this 
chiropodist, “You don’t have to tell 
me his name, I’ve had several lately 
who have been to him and they all 
told me the same thing.” 

There, ladies and gentlemen, is your 
chiropodical ethics and the same thing 
goes on not only in that city but in 
many other big towns. We have not 
yet learned how to conduct ourselves 
ethically and professionally. Yes, chi- 
ropody is still in its infancy and al- 
ways will be, as long as we act and 
talk like a bunch of kindergarten 
kids. So why fuss about the “Doctor 
Title’? What we need is Harmony 
and Cooperation within and to edu- 
cate those on the outside.

To the Editor: 

May 1 CALL YOUR ATTENTION to the 
excerpt from the report of the Com- 
mercial Relations Committee, of 
which Dr. Lester Walsh is chairman, 
appearing on page thirty-three of the 
October issue of the Journal, as fol- 
lows: 

“We received a number of complaints from 
New York relative to the Scholl Company 
attempting to practice chiropody at the 
World’s Fair. The general feeling, however, 
was that of resentment on the part of the 
New York podiatrists against competitive prac- 
tice by a commercial organization at the 
BU. « 60 
“At the time this report is being con- 
cluded, I find no serious objections coming 
from New York, and I do not feel the Scholl 
exhibit in New York will harm the profes- 
sion of chiropody in any way.” 

The impression apt to be conveyed 
to the casual reader is that the condi- 
tions existing at the commercial ex- 
hibit mentioned in the report of the 
Commercial Relations Committee are 
no longer such that cause serious ob- 
jections from the New York Society. 











Additionally the concluding sentence, 
quoted above, states the chairman 
“does not feel the Scholl exhibit in 
New York will harm the profession of 
chiropody in any way”. I am quite 
certain that the New York podiatrists 
do not agree with these impressions. 

The following extract from th: 
minutes of the House of Delegates, 
San Francisco, may be found on 
pages 186 and 187 of the proceedings 
of the House, and it is pertinent to 
the subject matter referred to in the 
Committee’s report: 

“Dr. Hogan (New York): Mr. President, 
may I have the privilege, with the approval 
of the House, of referring to the report of 
the Commercial Relations Committee, Dr. 
Walsh, Chairman, page 12, the next to the 
last paragraph of the report, which reads: 
‘Mr. Hartung showed me a plan’ and ends 
with the words, ‘will harm the profession of 
chiropody in any way.’ I refer particularly 
to that part of the paragraph in the third 
line, after the comma, which reads, ‘I find 
from New 


no serious objections coming 
York, and I do not feel the Scholl exhibit 
in New York will harm the profession of 


chiropody in any way.’ 

“Referring to the above statement, it is the 
wish of the delegates from New York that 
the following statement be included in the 
minutes of this meeting: “The Podiatry So- 
ciety of the State of New York has officially 
condemned the employment of practitioners 
in commercial establishments, and efforts to 
end this deplorable practice were defeated in 
the courts by the Dr. Scholl Foot Comfort 
Shops in 1938. The New York Society feels 
the of practitioners in 
mercial establishments is harmful and detri- 
mental to the welfare of the New York So- 
ciety, the profession, and to the best inter- 
ests of the National Association of Chirop- 
odists.” ” 

Since acceptance of a committee re- 
port conveys approval — implied, if 
not specific—of the entire contents 
of a report, and lest the possibility of 
future misuse of the contents of such 
report be invited, I think it only 
proper that this statement, from the 
Podiatry Society of the State of New 
York, should appear also in the of- 
ficial publication of the National As- 
sociation, in its presentation of the 
subject matter, printed in the October

Recognizing that medical schools 
give a minimum of time and atten- 
tion to the study of the foot, the 
author has prepared a volume to fill 
a need among physicians. He is in a 
position to know the void that exists, 
being an Associate Professor of Bone 
and Joint Surgery at Northwestern 
University Medical School. In pre- 
paring this book, Dr. Hauser has 
searched through earlier works and 
has had at his disposal material in the 
Orthopedic Department of the Mayo 
Clinic, plus his experiences abroad. 
Many of the chapters are based on his 
personal experiences, covering more 
than two thousand cases seen in pri- 
vate practice correlated with clinical 
observation. 

The chapter on the general care of 
the feet contains a section on the 
feet of the growing child which will 
emphasize to the chiropodist-podia- 
trist the need for early preventive 
measures. While the methods of treat- 
ing abnormalities of the foot described 
by the author are unlike those usually 
employed by chiropodists, the book 
shows the thought in this direction. 
There are 472 pages and 262 illustra- 
tions on 172 figures, some of the fin- 
est in colors. The text is easy to 
read and the illustrations will appeal 
to those practicing minor surgery as 
well as foot orthopedics. The book 
is written to impress on phys'cians the 
scope of practice available in the dis- 
eases of the foot. An extensive bibli- 
ography is included to encourage 
further reading on each subject.

PRESIDENT'S REPORT 

PresiwENT Krausz also stated: “The 
expansion of our National body in the 
future lies squarely upon the shoulders 
of the individual state societies. My 
own state of Pennsylvania added 56 
new members to its roster this year. 
This did not include associate mem- 
bers. Pennsylvania led all other states 
in obtaining new members. New York 
was second highest with 31 new mem- 
bers. The remarkable growth in the 
Keystone State was made possible by 
the personal solicitation of a ‘live 
wire’ membership committee. This 
committee traveled to every corner of 
the state. As a result, new divisions 
of the state society were formed and 
old divisions took on renewed vigor. 
Similar tactics can be utilized by other 
states with equally good results.” 


ETHICS COMMITTEE 

FROM CHAIRMAN STICKEL’s REPORT: 
“When fees are lowered to less than 
the commonly accepted fee in the 
community the result is decreased 
prestige and loss of respect for the 
profession and its practitioner. This 
is usually brought about by the in- 
ferior type of service rendered the pa- 
tient and the ruinous methods em- 
ployed to meet competition, based on 
the quantity rather than quality of 
practice. 

“This profession is not in danger 
of being over-crowded. A study of 
the total number of graduates enter- 
ing the field each year compared with 
the mortality rate (for all reasons) 
definitely precludes the possibility of 
our increasing to any extent the total 
number of chiropodists in the United 
States for at least some years to come. 
In a few instances, however, there 
will be noted that the number of 
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chiropodists in certain urban centres 
is at present larger than such areas 
apparently require. 

“Many expressions of opinion have 
been recorded on the relationship of 
our professional status in the social or 
state medicine program. We feel, 
however, that too much optimism re- 
garding this problem is not justifiable. 
This does not mean that we should 
discontinue our efforts to secure recog- 
nition from the various agencies con- 
cerned, in bringing about changes to 
produce a more adequate distribution 
of health care.” 


VISUAL EDUCATION 
FROM CHAIRMAN LEwy’s REPORT: 
“The following are a few suggestions 
which have come from members 
throughout the N. A. C.: a lay film, 
incorporating incipient foot condi- 
tions, aid to children, indicating foot 
disturbances, posture, occupational foot 
disorders, the result of the use of com- 
mercial corn cures, serious harm as the 
result of using a razor, and other forms 
of disorders as the result of foot pain. 
Then scenes can be shown of the 
modalities which the practitioner uses 
in the practice of his profession. 
“Suggestions for a new film for the 
profession have been as follows: Sur- 
gery films for the removal of verruca, 
one on manipulation therapy, ortho- 
pedic strappings, arch support making 
by plastic rnethod, skin lesions (der- 
matology), making of Whitman plates. 
“Thus we find that another year has 
passed without being able to offer any 
startling report. While it is true that 
we have been able to keep alive the 
interest in visual education, still, if 
we fail to offer nothing new, we must 
soon realize the futility of merely 
hanging on.”
